Solomon Lucas, HO, son of David 
Lucas, farmer, and his sister, Thel­ 
ma. 18, living oti the Hudson farm 
near tho scene of tho accident, 
were the more seriously hurt. They 
■were kept at the hospital over­ 
night for observation while five 
others were permitted to return 
hom o after receiving medical a t­ 
tention.
